REVIEW OF SITUATION. 


A BRITISH ARTIST'S GROWL. 


London, Aug. 1.—The special artist 


of the Daily Graphic, of this city, 
now in the Philippine islands, has 
been indulging in a vigorous growl 
at the treatment which he says he 
has been subjected to "by authorities 
who are so deficient in common sense 
to say nothing of courtesy, as to for- 
bid an artist the assistance which 
he might provide for himself by en- 
gaging servants to carry the food 
the military authorities 
decline to 


supply even now on payment." 
* He adds: "If this campaign were 
conducted by the British there would 
be officers commanding at the base 
and lines of communication, roads 
would be repaired, streams would be 
bridged or ferries established 
and 


supply trains would be moved along, 
establishing depots. 


"I have accompanied five British 


expeditions where these characteris- 
tics prevailed, but this is the first 
campaign I have seen in which the 
transport service was systematically 
neglected. Even the Chinese estab- 
lished depots in 1894. But here you 
cannot be taken by cart from Manila 
to San Tomas by road without hav- 
ing to swim streams. But for a bit 
of single railway line the 
troops 


would be starved on this line of oper- 
ations. As it is they are but living 
from hand to mouth."

Washington, Aug. 1.—The marine 


hospital service up to noon today 
had received nothing from the cen- 
er of the yellow fever infection at 
Hampton later than Dr. Wasdine's 
report of last night, placing the total 
of the yellow fever outbreak at thir- 
:y-seven cases and seven deaths. 


Dr. Farquar, at Portsmouth, 
re- 


x>rted this morning that he was in 
close touch with the authorities at 
Portsmouth and Berkley and that all 
was quiet, with no suspected cases. 


In reply to a telegraphic request 


'rom the mayor of Norfolk, Surgeon 
General Wyman turned over to the 
Norfolk authorities Craney Island, 
>elow Norfolk, to be used in case of 
need as an isolation and detention 
camp. It was recently turned over 
by the navy to the jurisdiction of the 
marine hospital service. 


A telegram was sent today by Gen- 


eral Wyman to Surgeon Fettus, at 
Old Point, directing him at once to 
nstitute a thorough sanitary inves- 
tigation as far as Phoebus. Sur- 
geon Wasdine, at Phoebus, was or- 
lered to make a house to house in- 
spection there. This is in accordance 
with the plan for a thorough investi- 
gation of the whole area surround- 
ng the infected home. 


The situation is regarded as fa- 


vorable today. 
There has been no 


outbreak of fever outside of the or- 
ginal quarantine line. 
Each 
day 


that passes without such 
develop- 


ment increases the confidence of the 
surgeon general that the fever will 
be confined to the original focus of 
nfcction and be stamped out there. 


The usual period of incubation for 


the disease is from three to five daya, 
although it has extended to eleven 
days. The day since the first out- 
break is now almost up to the usual 
quarantine 
limit. 
It is believed, 


however, that evea in case of an out- 
break in the little settlement 
at 


Phoebus the community there can be 
so guarded as to prevent any further 
spread. 


The old soldier who is supposed to 


be responsible for the importation of 
the fever from Cuba to Hampton hat 
not yet been apprehended, although 
several inmates of the house have 
been recognized and detained at var- 
ious points. 


It is said by the marine hospital 


authorities that there is but little 
danger of the further spread of the 
disease by the soldier in question. 


He bad not developed the fever 


himself when he left the home.

THE BOYCOTT GROWS. 


Cleveland, Ohio, Aug. 1.—This is 


the sixteenth day 
of the 
present 


strike in this city, and apparently it 
s no nearer a settlement now than 
when it began. 


Late last night some unknown per- 


sons pushed an electric freight car 
oaded with ties, from a switch on 
Mayfleld Heights, just east of the 
city, onto the main track and down 
the long, steep hill towards Euclid 
avenue. 


Half way down the incline it col- 
ided with an upbound car with ter- 
rific force. Both cars were badly 
wrecked. Two passengers were on 
the upbound car. Strange to say, 
neither they nor the crew were in- 
ured beyond a severe shaking up. 
The Big Concolidated officials today 


state that every line in their system 
s in full operation, and on the more 
mportant lines the regular schedule 
s being maintained. 
The cars running down town on the 


Euclid and Cedar avenue lines were 
fairly well filled this morning. On 
ha other twelve lines in the Big Con- 
solidated systein, however, they were 
comparatively empty, and at an hour 
when they were usually crowded. 


The boycott movement has spread 


so rapidly that it has now reached 
the big down town wholesale c.ad de- 
partment stores. In many cases the 
proprietors of these establishment* 
are requesting their employes not t" 
ride on the Big Consolidated cars. 


In some instances, however, the 


merchants have flatly refused to take 
part in the boycott and declare they 
will have nothing to do with it, no 
matter what the result may be. 


A special from Sandusky, Ohio, 


says: 


Late last night sympathizers with 


the Cleveland street railway strike 
began making attempts to wreck the 
cars of the Sandusky and Interurban 
line here. Large stones were placed 
on the track, stakes were driven be- 
tween the rails, and pieces of plank 
spiked across the track, so as to 
throw the cars off if possible. 
As 


soon as the plot to derail the cars was 
discovered, a detachment of police 
was sent to guard the line. The- Saa- 
dtttkjr aad Interurban line is con- 
trolled by President Henry A. Ever- 
ett, of the Big Consolidated company, 
at Cleveland. No material damage 
has been done so far.

his cairiage. 


They went immediately to the sec- 


retary's private office where were 
Secretaries Gage and Hitchcock, and 
were soon joined by Adjutant General 
Corbin and Major Hopkins, the lat- 
er being the military secretary of 
Jecretary Alger 


A moment later Assistant Secretary 


Meiklejohn and Judge Cole entered 
he room and the judge was formally 
presented to the new secretary. 


The commission bearing date to- 
lay was in posession of Adjutant 
General Corbin. By this time all of 
he army officers on duty in the de- 
pal t men t had gathered in the main 
ffice and Mr. Root and Secretary Al- 
ger and other members of the party 
ntered the room. 
It was 10:45 when Mr. Root stood 


up and took the oath of office.

RAMS HER NOSE INTO A NEW 


YORK FERRY BOAT. 


The Passenger Boat was Badly Dam- 


aged, but the Dolphin Suffered 


Only Slight Injury. 


New York, Aug. 1.—A collision oc- 


curred this morning between the 
ferryboat T?ew York, of the Will- 
iamsbury line, and the United States 
gunboat Dolphin. The bow of the 
gunboat cut through the men's cabin 
of the ferryboat to the steamway and 
into the engine room. The New 
York's main shaft was broken and 
considerable 
machinery damaged. 


All the woodwork on the forward 
port side was carried away. The 
gunboat's bow was bent and several 
feet of the rail torn away. 


The accident occurred when the 


New York was on a trip to this city. 
She had reached the center of the 
river when the Dolphin, which was 
coming up stream, signalled that she 
would cross her bows. The New 
York's engines were stopped, but the 
strong current carried her directly in 
the path of the Dolphin and the gun- 
boat's bow struck the ferryboat just 
ahead of the paddle box. There 
were not many passengers on board 
the New York when the accident oc- 
curred. The ferryboat, with the aid 
of tugs, managed to reach the slip at 
Broadway, Williamsburg. 


The gunboat stood by for a time, 


but f nally proceeded up the river. 


Secretary of the Navy Long was

That the injuries to the Dolphin 


were trifling is evidenced by the fact 
that she continued on her way up the 
river and passed City Island at 9:40 
a m.

General Hull, on account of 
tils knowledge of the Indians and bis 
former good conduct, had been given 
command of all the forces In the 
northwest, and the Fourth regiment 
was accordingly ordered to Join other 
troops under his command. 


Under Lieutenant Colonel Miller the 


Fourth completely routed the Indian 
forces, wounding and capturing the 
great chief Tecumseh. But a week later 
General Hull basely surrendered all 
his forces. For this act of cowardice 
be was sentenced to death by a conrf* 
martial, but his sentence was com- 
muted. 


The Fourth infantry, under the com- 


mand of Major G. W. Allen, figured 
conspicuously all through the Mexican 
war, 
a notable capture being a camp 


where the headquarters of the Mexican 
general in chief were established. All 
his official correspondence was captur- 
ed, together with a large amount of 
ammunition, 400 mules and every va- 
riety of army equipage. 


The regiment returned to the United 


States in 1848. and was distributed at 
different posts on the lakes between 
Fort Mackinac and Plattsburg. 


When the civil war came on, the 


Fourth Infantry was stationed on the 
Pacific slope. It came east and joined 
the Army of the Potomac. An eminent 
war liistorinn, In commenting on the 
Fourth infantry, says, "The history of 
the Army of the Potomac is but a his- 
tory of the Fourth infantry, for that 
regiment was In all the great battles of 
the war.' At Fredericksburg, Antletam, 
the Wilderness and Gettysburg the 
Fourth infantry rendered valiant serv- 
ice, and the records of the war are 
full of the achievements of that regi- 
ment. 


After the war the regiment went 


west and remained on the frontier, tak- 
ing a band In the various Indian out- 
breaks that occurred from time to time 
from 1867 to 1896. 


When the war with Spain was de- 


clared, the Fourth Infantry was sta- 
tioned at Fort Snerldan, Ills. When the 
assault upon Santiago was planned the 
Fourth infantry was one of the first 
regiments of regulars selected to go to 
the front The list of casualities re- 
corded in the battle of Santiago shows 
that the Fourth infantry was ID the 
thickest of the fight. Lieutenant Col- 
onel August Balnbridge of New York, 
was In command, and his report shows 
that one officer and eight men wm 
killed, and three officers *ad 86 
were wounded.

"At the commencement of the war 


with Spain and for several 
years 


prior to that time, the regular army 
consisted of only 25,000 men, with 
the minimum number of officers pre- 
scribed by law. The situation can be 
partially appreciated when it is re- 
membered that within sixty days 
from the declaration of 
war 
the 


trength of the army was increased 
o 275,000, and everything for the 
quipment of this great force, in- 
luding clothing, tents, transporta- 
on, medical supplies, camps 
and 


amp equipage, and all that pertains 
o equipping an army for services, 
lad to be manufactu ed, transported 
nd distributed for use. 


From the statement referred to, 


he public might be made to believe 
hat the volunteer army was officered 
y men selected through political in- 
uence with the secretary of war, by 
pecial favor and without any regard 
o fitness for the duties they were to 
jerform. As is well known, the vol- 
unteer force, with the exception of 
hree regiments of engineers, three 
egiments of cavalry and ten regi- 
ments of immune infantry, was made 
up of regiments from the various 
tates, the officers of which were all 
ppointed 
exclusively by the gov- 


rnors of the respective states from 
which the regiments came, and any 
fficer found unfitted for service and 
ischarged was replaced by another 
n the same manner. The president 
iad no voice or control in the matter. 


The returns of 
the 
volunteer 


army show that in August, 1898, 
here were 207,244 enlisted men and 
8,785 officers in 
those 
regiments. 


This, with the regular army recruit- 
d up to the war strength, made an 
aggregate force of about 275,000 of- 
ficers and men. 
The volunteer of- 


ficers appointed by 
the president 


numbered, all told, 1,032. Of this 
number 441 were taken from the 
regular army and 591 from 
civil 


ife. 
The scarcity of regimental of- 


ficers in the regular service, owing 
to appointments in the volunteers, 
special recruiting and mustering de- 
tails, had so reduced their number 
that to have taken a larger number 
for service with the volunteers would 
have seriously impaired the efficiency 
of the regular regiments. For a lit- 
tle over a thousand 
appointments 


made by the president the number of 
applications was over 25,000, 
and 


each application 
was accompanied 


by a certificate 
of ability, and 


in most instances military service, 
either in the regular army or a state 
organization, and not 
infrequently 


in both. 
Of the number appointed 


there were, for instance, twenty-six 
major generals, of whom nineteen 
were taken from the regular army 
and seven from civil life. Of these 
seven all but one were graduates of 
West Point military academy and all 
had distinguished themselves in 
command during the civil war. Of 
brigadier generals there were 102 
appointed, sixty-six from the regu- 
lar army and thirty-six from civil 
life. 
These from civil life had all 


seen service during the civil war or 
on our western frontier and all had 


and placed before the president fw 
Wrfetetian. I would be only Mo 
f lad to have had the honor to have 
made these appointments. Ho better, 
more loyal or more patriotic set of 
men as a whole ever served their 
country, and their 
appointments 


were a credit, not only to the ap- 
pointing power, but to the country 
they served. There were exceptions, 
but that could not have been fore- 
seen. There were three regiments of 
cavalry, the officers of which were 
appointed by th* secretary of war. 
Col. Leonard Wood, now a brigadier 
general and commanding the depart- 
ments of Santiago and Puerto Prin- 
cipe, was one 
of 
these. 
Colonel 


Origgsby and Colonel Torrey, both 
good officers, were the other two. 
There w«re three regiments of engi- 
neers, the colonels of which were 
all graduates of the military acad- 
emy, 
and not only the officers but 


the enlisted men were selected with 
a view to their special fitness, and in 
most instances upon the recommend- 
ations of the colonels 
themselves, 


and nil proved themselves most effi- 
cient. 


"There were also ten regiments of 


immune infantry, of whose colonels 
eight were graduates of the military 
academy, who were selected for spe- 
cial fitness to command, and in the 
short time these regiments were in 
service developed remarkable pro- 
ficiency. 


"Criticisms as to the amounts and 


methods of expenditures which could 
imply the wrong or careless use of 
money were also made by the Lon- 
don Times. 
This charge is false. 


So far as the conduct of the service 
was concerned no person with any 
knowledge of the facts 
can 
ever 


charge truthfully and no one can 
ever show that a dollar was misap- 
propriated, stolen or embezzled out 
of the hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars that were expended. 
The rec- 


ords are an open book and I will be 
glad to have them rigidly examined 
and ask my successor to open those 
accounts to the country 
whenever 


properly called for, in order that the 
entire truth may be known.

news of the slaughter declares that 
he saw a desperate fight at a point 
forty miles southeast of Ortiz and 
that he has postive evidence that J. 
F. Remley, a merchant of Hermos- 
ilo, and E. Miller, a photographer in 
his employ, were among the killed. 


Remley was one of the best known 


Americans in Sonora.

A good way to brighten a carpet is to 


put half a tumbler of spirits of turpen- 
tine In a basin of water and dip your 
broom in it and sweep oxer the carpet 
once or twice, and it will restore the 
color and brighten it up until you 
would think it nexv. Another good way 
to clean old carpets Is to rub them over 
with meal. Just dampen it a very lit- 


j tie and rub the cat pet with it, and

H<MV <<> Make a rieaxniit Drink. 
A pleasant drink can be made as fol- 


lows: Take nine ounces of powdered 
preserving sugar ami the same weight 
of the finest 
oatmeal, six ounces of 


good cocoa powder, and mix together 
into a creamy paste w i t h cold water 
When it is xvell mixed, pour on to the i 
mixture a gallon and a 
half of boil- j 


ing water. This keeps fairly well iu a 
cool place if well corked.

Portsmouth and Berkley and that all 
vns quiet, with no suspected cases. 


In reply to a telegraphic, request 


'rom the mayor of Norfolk, Surgeon 
General Wyman turned over to the 
Torfolk authorities Craney Island, 
>elow Norfolk, to to used in .case of 
need as an isolation and detention 
£tmp. It was recently turned over 
by the navy to the jurisdiction of the 
marine hospital service. 


A telegram was sent today by Gen- 


eral Wyman to Burgeon Pettus, at 
lid Point, directing him at once to 


itltute a thorough sanitary inves- 


igation as far as Phoebna. Sur- 
geon Wasdine, at Phoebus, was or- 
lered to make a house to house in- 
pectlon there. This is in accordance 
with the plan for a thorough investi- 
gation of the whole area surround- 
ng the infected home. 


The situation is regarded as fa- 
arable today. 
There has been no 


outbreak of fever outside of the or- 
ginal quarantine line. 
Each 
day 


hat passes without such 
develop- 


ment increases the confidence of the 
mrgeon general that the fever will 
be confined to the original focus of 
nfection and be stamped out there. 


The usual period of incubation for 


;he disease is from three to five days, 
although it has extended to eleven 
days. The day since the first out- 
ireak is now almost up to the usual 
quarantine 
limit. 
It is believed, 


however, that even in case of an out- 
break in the little settlement 
at 


Phoebus the community there can be 
so guarded as to prevent any further 
spread. 


The old soldier who is supposed to 


be responsible for the importation of 
the fever from Cuba to Hampton, has 
not yet been apprehended, although 
several inmates of the house have 
ieen recognized and detained at var- 
ious points. 


It is said by the marine hospital 


authorities that there is but little 
danger of the further spread of the 
disease' by. the soldier in question. 


He had not developed the fever 


himself when he left the home.

DANGER OF GOING. 


TELEPHONE MEN OUT IN OHIO 


INDIANA AND PENNSYLVANIA 


MAY BE AFFECTED. 


EVERETT IN U. S. COMPANY 


THE BOYCOTT GROWS. 


Cleveland, Ohio, Aug. 1.—This is 


the sixteenth day 
of the present 


strike in this city, and apparently it 
s no nearer a settlement now than 
'hen it began. 
Late last night some unknown per- 


sons pushed an electric freight car 
oaded with ties, from a switch on 
Mayfleld Heights, just east of the 
city, onto the main track and down 
:he long, steep hill towards Euclid 
avenue. 


Half way dawn the incline it col- 


id«d with an upbound car with ter- 
rific force. 
Both cars were badly 


wrecked. Two passengers were on 
the upbound car. Strange to say, 
neither they nor the crew were In- 
jured beyond a severe shaking up. 


The Big Concolidated officials today 


state that every line in their system 
s in full operation, and on the more 
mportant lines the regular schedule 
s being maintained. 
The cars running down town on the 


Suclld and Cedar avenue lines were 
fairly well filled this morning. On 
the other twelve lines in the Big Con- 
solidated system, however, they were 
comparatively empty, and at an hour 
when they were usually crowded. 


The boycott movement has spread 


so rapidly that it has now reached 
the big down town wholesale and de- 
lartment stores. In many cases the 
>roprietors of these 
establishments 


are requesting their employes not to 
ride on the Big Consolidated cars. 


In 
some instances, however, the 


merchants have flatly refused to take 
part in the boycott and declare they 
will have nothing to do with it, no 
matter what the result may be. 


A . special from Sandusky, Ohio,

Late last night sympathizers with 


the Cleveland street railway strike 
»gan making attempts to wreck the 
cars of the Sandusky and Interurban 
ine here.

General Hull, on acconnt of 
his knowledge of the Indians and hit 
former good conduct, had been given 
command of all the forces In the 
northwest, nnd the Fourth regiment 
was accordingly ordered to Join other 
troops under his command. 


Under Lieutenant Colonel Miller the 


Fourth completely routed the Indian 
fortea. wounding nnd capturing the 
great chief Tecumseh. But a week later 
General Hull basely surrendered all 
his forces. For this act of cowardice 
he was sentenced to death by a coort'V, 
martial, but his sentence was com- 
muted. 


The Fourth infantry, under the com- 


mand of Major G. W. Allen, figured 
conspicuously all through the Mexican 
wnr, 
a notable capture being a camp 


where the headquarters of the Mexican 
general in chief were established. All 
his official correspondence was captur- 
ed, together with a large amount of 
ammunition, 400 mules and every va- 
riety oC army equipage. 


The regiment returned to the United 


States In 1848, and was distributed at 
different posts on the lakes between 
Fort Macklnac and Plattsburg. 


When the civil war came on, the 


Fourth infantry was stationed on the 
Pacific slope. It came east and Joined 
the Army of the Potomac. An eminent 
war historian, In commenting on the 
Fourth Infantry, says, "The history of 
the Army of the Potomac Is but a his- 
tory of the Fourth Infantry, for that 
regiment was in all the great battles of 
the war.* At Frcderlcksburg, Antletam, 
the "Wilderness and Gettysburg the 
Fourth infantry rendered valiant serv- 
ice, and the records of the war are 
full of the achievements of that-regi- 
ment. 


After the war the regiment went 


west and remained on the frontier, tak- 
ing a 1mml In the various Indian out- 
breaks that occurred from time to time 
from 1867 to 189G. 


When the war with Spain was de- 


clared, the Fourth Infantry wns sta- 
tioned at Fort Sheridan, Ills. When th# 
assault upon Santiago wns planned the 
Fourth Infantry was one of the first 
regiments of regulars selected to go to 
the front. 
The list of casualties re- 


corded In the battle of Santiago shown 
that the Fourth Infantry was In the 
thickest of the fight. Lieutenant Col- 
onel August Bnlnbridge of New York, 
was In command, and his report shows 
that one officer and eight men w«a 
killed, and three officers and 86 men 
were wounded.

hat the volunteer army was officered

Mexico, says: 


Any doubt that the Yaquis are on 


the warpath in earnest was dispelled 
today when news reached here that 
several Americans 
and 
Mexicans 


had been killed In pueblos, or towns, 
In the Yaqul river valley, east and 
southeast of this station. 


The courier who came in with the 


news of the slaughter declares that 
he saw a desperate fight at a point 
forty miles southeast of Ortiz and 
that he has postive evidence that J. 
F. Bemley, a merchant of Hermos 
ilo, and E. Miller, a photographer in 
his employ, were among the killed. 


Bemley was one of the best known 


Americans in Sonora. 


The inhabitants of the towns in 


and near the Yaqui valley are in n 
state of terror. 


General Torres, commander of the 


first military zone, which incites 
Sonora, Sintoa and Lower California, 
who wr.3 in the field with the Twelfth 
regiment, is reported 
among: the 


slain. 


No information is obtainable as yet 


as to the number of fighting Indians 
under arms, but if the outbreak is 
of the proportions of the war ended 
in 1898 the number may be placed 
at between three and four thousand. 


This outbreak is a surprise to the 


state and army officials. 
It is im- 


possible to secure accurate figures as 
to the total number killed to date, 
but the estimate at fifty on each 
side is not considered excessive.
